early.fell into dilapidation. 
Now through "anticipation of the 


revenues", which is1 a soft way of saying there has 
been 
woeful 


mismanagement and extravagance, the county finds itself with 
many of its roads in a sorry condition and $5,000 is all the ap- 
parent revenue it will have to spend upon them for 1916. 
, 


There is nothing new"or surprising in the condition in which 


Jackson county finds itself. It is but another painful .exhibition 
of our governmental lack of thrift and prudence. Jackson county 
has -been constructing rather good pikes, mostly of macadam, even 
now they are far better than the other alleged pikes upon which 
her neighbors travel. But she could have maintained them all m 
sicellent condition with small foresight snd present attention. 
Macadam makes a satisfactory road to travel 
upon, though it 


wears rather easily and washes readily. 
The expense,

of repairs, if taken in time are light, but there is where all the 
trouble comes with these non-permanent 
roads, no 
continuous 


tsre is taken, nor will there ever be within the experience of the 
generations departing and arriving.
